Last evening’s Oakland paper 
headline—"Chrysler to erect plant 
here at once; eastbay factory will 
cost seven millions and employ 
from 2500 to 5000 men; $200,000

1921 that it was advisable to aban- 
dou its plan for a plant on San 
Francisco bay. Oakland and San 
Francisco have both been diligent 
in trying to get the plant, but 
could not succeed in interesting 
the firm. 

When it bought the Richmond 
site, there is no doubt that the big 
corporation intended to erect a 
plant on it. Changing of certain 
freight conditions and ironing out 
matters with some rivals did away 
with the necessity of a west coast 
plant at that time. 

Action of the company in regard 
to establishing lines for the Ellis 
Slough channel created some dis- 
satisfaction among those who were 
working to bring about that im- 
portant. harbor improvement. A 
northerly line that was deemed the 
most satisfactory was objected to 
by the representative the company 
gent here and insistence was made 
that it be moved 200 feet further 
out along the Procter Gamble frou- 
tage, though it made a difference 
of only two or three acres of sub- 
merged land. The line as original- 
ly darveyed was more advantageous 
to the site, it was claimed by the 
other property owners who accepted 
it, amd it was more favored by 
the government: engineers, so the 
action of the company was a dis- 
appointment. ;

Clarksburg, W. Va.—Tired of a life 
of darkness and misery, Mrs. Fred A. 
Fratto, .thirty, German war. bride of 
Frank Fratto, thirty, ex-service man 
and coal miner, fatally shot herself 
through the right temple at their home 
at Shinnston. 

Mrs. Fratto was a pretty little Ger- 
man girl in the picturesque city of 
Coblenz when the American army of 
occupation came there in 1917. There 
she met Frank, member of the Ameri- 
can forces, and a romance blossomed 
rapidly. They were married and when 
the army left she and Frank settled 
at Shinnston.

Annie Lemberger, daughter of Mar- 
tin Lemberger, was put to bed by her 
mother about nine o'clock the night 
of September 5, 1911, Several days 
later her body was found floating in 
Monona bay. She had been beaten 
to death. 

Johnson was arrested three days 
later and was questioned by a detec- 
tive. For hours he maintained that 
he was innocent—until the detective 
struck the vulnerable spot. 

The ofticer, failing in all other ef- 
forts to make Johnsen confess, told 


him that a meb was outside clamoring’ 


for his life. 
Saw Man Lynched. 


Johnson once had seen a man 
lynched at Darlington and the moment 
he heard that he was in danger of 
meeting a similar fate he became a 
cringing, terrified wreck. He con- 
fessed, begged protection, and when 
arraigned in court pleaded guilty, with 
the additional plea that he be hurried 
to prison and saved from the mob. 

Despite the fact that Mrs. Johnson 
and two daughters, Stella and Bertha, 
testified that Johnson had gone to bed 
about nine o'clock the night of the 
murder and never left the house dur- 
ing the night, the man’s plea of guilty 
was accepted and he was sentenced 
to Waupun for life.

The -101, in particular, represents 
several radical departures in the con- 
struction of the steel frame and in 
the arrangement of the interior. 

As the R-100 fs fitted with ordinary 
“petrol engin@®, it was selected for the 
flight to America, whereas the R-101, 
equipped with Diesel engines, is more 
sulted to the warm atmosphere which

Unfortunately it 
rots when exposed to the weather. 
Beech, poplar and sycamore are all 
quite useless for fence making, for 
they rot quickly in the open.

Sports Outfits of Tweed. 


For wear over all kinds of sports 
clothes an ample, comfortable coat or 
cape is indispensable. The coats 
shown in Paris this season are made 
of loose mixed tweeds in tones of 
white or putty and brown; or white 
and gray or black; or perhaps of tri- 
color wool. Others are of cloth closely 
resembling flannel, with a white flake 
showing against a neutral back- 
ground. Many coats are cut to flare 
out at their underarm seams. Others, 
however, are straight-cut with a wide 
double-breasted opening. 


At Lanvin’s was shown a motoring 
coat, with a flare at the underarm seam 
and raglan armholes. This had a 
standing-up scarf collar, witb a but- 
toned up mitered extension passed 
through a double slit, and the same 
buttoned mitered straps at its. ver- 
tical side pockets. Other coats of 
striped novelty wool mixtures are cut 
on straight lines with the stripes used 
horizontally on the square outside pock- 
ets which are cut and stitched in mod 
ernistic designs. 


Patou is showing straight tweed 
coats trimmed with lines of stitched 
straps or of tucks, usually running up 
and down. These coats are trimmed 


with high standing beaver collars. At. 


Lelong’s sports coats are straight, with 
Slanting or curving stitched designs 
and straight or scarf collars. A few 
of these ‘coats, following the movement 
of other garments, drvup in the back 
and leave a flaring side gore. Straight 
belted kid coats, with large collars and 
revers, also are shown. 


Coats to wear over sports frocks, on 
dull days or when sun has set, are 
shown ip three-quarter length. At 
Vionnet’s these are made of punyskin 
and are belted, while Patou shows a 
a yellow velveteen cape, with a side 
flare and a wide white and gray lyux 
border down the front opening. This 
is for wear over a sleeveless sweater 
of egg-yolk yellow velveteen and a 
white dress. White broadcloth is used 
for three-quarter dength jacket; with 
aluminum buttons at double-breasted 
opening and side pockets, which Is to 
be worn over a side-plaited skirt of 
white broadcloth, as a yachting suit. 

Simple tweed princess or leather 
belted gowns are worn under traveling 
coats. These often have neck lines 
and flared gores or godets introduced 


‘on each side of the front and back. 


The sleeves are sometimes split ap, 
with linked wristbands, or a pointed 
gore narrows into a wristband.
